Facts in connection with the election 
are: 

The proposal is to authorize bonds in 
the amount of $95,000. 

The school board has given its pledge 
that only enough of the bonds will be 
sold to pay the district’s share (55 per 
cent) of an approximate $95,000 total 
cost of construction. 

The district has made application for 
a PWA grant to assist in the project 


and has received unofficial word from 
various sources that the application has 
been approved. 

The construction at the school as pro- | 
posed will provide additional gym- ! 
nasium facilities supplementing fies 
present facilities which are inade- | 
quate; (School officials point out that | 
the state law requires all pupils to take 
a physical education course unless ex- 
cused by a physician’s recommenda- 
tion), and, 

A new wing housing five additional 
class rooms and a cafeteria. In this 
connection, the school board points out | 
that the state law declares adequate 
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lunch room facilities shall be provided 
and the school now has none, although 
more than 60 per cent of the enroll- 
ment is transported and therefore 
brings its lunch or purchases its lunch, 

The cafeteria would be used as such 
during the dinner hour, and would be 
available at other times during the day 
for class room Purposes,
